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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  tliis  my  first  report  as  a Medical  Officer  of  Health,  I can  claim 
personal  experience  only  of  the  period  from  7 September  i960,  when 
I took  over  from  Dr.  Mecredy.  I have  had  to  obtain  information 
about  the  earlier  two-thirds  of  the  year  from  available  records,  and 
from  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  V.  G.  Hudson,  to 
whom,  for  much  valuable  help,  I am  indebted. 

As  a newcomer  to  the  public  health  service,  I shall  largely  confine 
myself  to  facts  about  Caistor  Rural  District  Council,  rather  than 
dissert,  as  seems  customary,  upon  wider  aspects  of  public  health. 
Without  personal  knowledge  of  previous  years,  I shall  refrain  from 
comparisons. 

I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  way  I was 
welcomed  to  office,  and  of  the  consideration  and  help  afforded  me  by 
Mr.  C.  G.  Barr,  M.B.E.,  Clerk  of  the  Council,  and  his  staff,  also  by 
the  Chairman,  Mr.  J.  W.  Cousins,  and  members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee,  in  the  execution  of  my  duties.

VITAL  AND  GENERAL  STATISTICS 

A fall  in  the  estimated  population  of  the  Rural  District  has  been 
recorded  by  the  Registrar  General.  While  at  this  stage  I do  not 
feel  well  quaUfied  to  comment,  two  influences,  one  general  and  one 
local,  may  have  been  at  work  : (a)  a continued  shift  of  people  from 
the  rural  area;  and  (b)  a reduction  in  strength  of  the  Royal  Air  Force 
Station  at  Binbrook. 

There  is  an  excess  of  1 1 1 in  births  over  deaths,  an  increase  on  the 
1959  figure  of  90.  The  birth  rate  continues  to  be  higher  than  that  of 
England  and  Wales  as  a whole.  The  death  rate  has  decreased,  and 
remains  less  than  that  of  England  and  Wales. 

My  predecessor  observed  in  his  1959  report  that  deaths  from 
old  age  were  conspicuous  by  their  absence  from  the  mortaUty  returns. 
In  my  view  it  is  only  right  that  this  should  be  so,  for  however  longer 
our  old  folk  now  survive,  however  greater  the  medical  skill  bestowed 
upon  them,  they  are  still  bound  to  die  of  a terminal  disease,  which, 
even  if  it  cannot  be  prevented,  ought  to  be  diagnosed.

HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 
Home  Health  Services. 

All  the  home  health  services  are  the  responsibility  of  Lindsey 
County  Council.  Thus  district  nurses  and  health  visitors  come 
under  their  authority,  and  the  various  services,  such  as  chiropody, 
health  education,  maternity  and  child  welfare,  supervision  and  after- 
care, including  cases  of  mental  ill-health,  are  outside  the  scope  of 
this  report. 

Isolation  Hospitals. 

All  cases  of  infectious  disease  requiring  hospitalisation  are  dealt 
with  by  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Mental  Health  Services. 

Treatment  is  arranged  in  conjunction  with  the  Sheffield  Regional 
Hospital  Board.  Supervision  and  after-care  are  carried  out  by 
trained  staff  employed  by  Lindsey  County  Council. 

The  County  Council,  through  the  Regional  Hospital  Board, 
arranges  for  the  care  of  mentally  subnormal  cases.  Caistor  Hospital 
receives  male  children  and  female  adults. 

Tuberculosis  Treatment  Centres. 

Treatment  and  after-care  of  tuberculosis  cases  are  dealt  with  by 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board.  The  nearest  centres  are  Brigg, 
Grimsby  and  Lincoln. 

School  Clinic. 

Pupils  in  Caistor  Rural  District  are  served  by  the  School  Clinics 
at  Brigg  and  Market  Rasen. 

Dental  Treatment. 

Lindsey  County  Council  arranges  treatment  for  mothers  and 
children.  There  is  a dental  clinic  at  Market  Rasen. 
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Laboratory  Facilities. 

Laboratory  examinations  are  done  at  the  Public  Health  Labora- 
tory, St.  Annes  Road,  Lincoln  or  at  Grimsby  and  District  Hospital. 
While  most  antigens  are  obtained  from  the  Pubhc  Health  Depart- 
ment of  Lindsey  County  Council,  diphtheria  antitoxin,  antityphoid 
vaccine  and  streptococcal  antitoxin  can  be  had  from  the  laboratories. 
In  the  short  time  I have  been  in  office  it  has  been  clear  that  Dr.  Croll 
and  his  staff  at  the  Lincoln  Laboratory  are  always  ready  to  give  any 
help  or  advice  required. 

Liaison  Arrangements. 

While  hospital  admissions,  out-patient  attendances  and  after- 
care are  in  the  hands  of  Lindsey  County  Council,  there  is  good 
liaison  with  the  District  general  practitioners  on  all  matters  affecting 
the  health  of  adults  and  schoolchildren  alike.  There  is  also  personal 
contact  with  the  Consultant  Child  Psychiatrict,  Dr.  Wardle,  and  with 
the  Educational  Psychologist,  Mr.  Syme,  who  lives  in  South  Kelsey. 

Ambulance  Service. 

The  National  Fire  Service  has  general  supervision  of  all  ambu- 
lances. One  can  be  obtained  either  through  the  patient’s  own  doctor 
or  nurse,  or  in  emergency  by  asking  the  telephone  operator  for  the 
ambulance  station.

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Most  of  the  dysentery  cases  were  recorded  as  being  of  the  Sonne 
variety,  a mild  but  peisistent  and  very  infectious  disease.  There 
were  probably  many  other  cases  which  did  not  come  to  the  doctor. ’s 
notice. 

Measles  is  a disease  most  prevalent  in  young  children,  and  has  a 
peak  incidence  every  two  years,  i960  was  a trough  year,  as  the 
1961  figures  will  amply  illustrate  in  the  next  report. 

The  case  of  poHomyelitis  occurred  just  after  I assumed  office  in 
September.  She  was  a young  married  woman  living  just  outside 
Market  Rasen,  and  had  received  her  third  injection  against  the  disease 
in  February  of  the  same  year.  Her  husband  had  received  two 
injections,  one  of  her  two  young  children  had  been  fully  protected, 
while  the  other  ,a  toddler,  had  not  been  immunised.  The  mother 
was  admitted  to  hospital,  and  was  at  first  notified  as  a non-paralytic 
case,  but  paresis  of  one  foot  developed  after  admission.  The  children 
were  kept  in  house  and  garden  quarantine  for  three  weeks,  and  neither 
they  nor  the  father  developed  the  disease.  Investigation,  however, 
revealed  that  both  children  had  shown  transient  alimentary  symptoms 
shortly  before  their  mother  took  ill,  and  it  seems  probable  that  they 
were  subclinical  carriers  of  the  infection.  The  fact  that  the  patient 
had  received  a full  course  of  immunisation  does  not  mean  that  polio- 
myelitis immunisation  is  ineffective:  a small  proportion  of  fully  pro- 
tected people  do  contract  the  disease,  and  the  proportion  gop  down 
with  each  of  the  three  successive  injections.  Had  the  patient  not 
been  immunised,  the  disease  might  have  been  more  severe.  As  it 
was,  she  made  a full  recovery. 

The  encephalitis  followed  an  attack  of  whooping  cough.

Besides  the  foregoing,  during  the  autumn  months  I Heaf-tested 
273  schoolchildren  who  were  approaching  or  had  reached  thirteen 
years  of  age  for  susceptibility  to  tuberculosis,  and  then  gave  B.C.G. 
vaccine  to  the  238  who  proved  Heaf-negative.  These  figures  cover 
schools  outside  the  Rural  District,  for  the  sake  of  completeness.  It 
will  be  noted  that  13%  of  the  children  proved  Heaf-positive. 

Figures  for  immunisation  against  poliomyelitis  are  not  available, 
but  after  assuming  office  in  September  I conducted  an  evening  session 
at  the  Market  Rasen  Clinic  for  the  immunisation  of  adults. 

The  immunisation  figures  largely  concern  schoolchildren,  and 
are  low  when  one  considers  the  size  of  the  population.  Some  people 
prefer  to  go  to  their  own  doctors,  but  I fear  it  is  true  to  say  that  many 
are  averse  to  immunisation,  or  do  not  bother  about  it,  until  disease 
strikes  in  their  locality,  when  they  flock  to  demand  protection  at  a 
time  when  the  doctors  are  extra  busy,  and  when  it  is  too  late  to 
ensure  immunity  against  the  current  outbreak.  For  my  part,  I am 
ready  and  willing  to  confer  protection  of  any  kind  upon  any  eligible 
person,  but  feel  that  so  long  as  the  onus  of  seeking  protection  rests 
with  the  person  in  need  of  it,  or  the  parent,  so  long  is  a low  im- 
munisation state  likely  to  continue.  As  I see  it,  the  remedy  is  two- 
fold- to  get  the  right  message  across  to  the  people  concerned,  and 
provide  adequate  and  accessible  facilities  for  immunisation.  In  a 
scattered  rural  district  it  is  no  easy  matter,  but  I am  giving  it  thought. 
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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  provision  of  water  for  the  District  is  under  the  control  of 
the  North  East  Lincolnshire  Water  Board.  4066  houses  are  supplied 
from  the  public  mains,  150  from  private  sources,  all  within  the  house. 
Very  few  houses,  whether  supplied  from  the  public  mains  or  private 
sources,  have  the  supply  outside  the  house.  During  the  year  no  new 
sources  of  supply,  public  or  private,  were  added,  and  no  supply  was 
closed.

These  samples  are  clear  and  bright  in  appearance,  neutral  in 
reaction  and  free  from  metals.  The  water  is  hard  in  character  but 
its  hardness  and  its  content  of  mineral  and  saline  constituents  in 
solution  are  not  excessive.  It  conforms  to  the  highest  standards  of 
organic  quality. 


These  are  satisfactory  results  indicating  a water  which,  from 
the  aspect  of  the  chemical  analysis,  is  pure  and  wholesome  in 
character  and  suitable  for  pubhc  supply  purposes. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  while  hard  water  furs  up  pipes,  it 
does  not  seem  to  fur  up  human  arteries  in  the  same  way.  In  a 
preliminary  communication  on  hardness  of  water  supplies  and 
mortahty  from  cardiovascular  disease,  pubUshed  in  the  Lancet  on 
22  April  1961  by  Professor  J.  N.  Norris,  M.D.  Crawford  and  J.  A. 
Heady,  the  conclusion  reached  is  that  the  softer  the  water  supply  in 
the  county  boroughs  of  England  and  Wales,  the  higher  the  death 
rate  from  cardiovascular  disease  tends  to  be.  The  writers  add  that 
what  this  means  is  not  at  present  clear,  and  further  investigation  is 
indicated.

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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Towns  and  Villages  with  Complete  Sewerage  Schemes  : 

(a)  Caistor — disposal  by  land  treatment  over  7 acres. 

Standard  of  effluent — good. 

(b)  Keelby — disposal  to  new  sewage  disposal  works.

(e)  Waddingham — the  new  sewage  disposal  works  continued  to 
function  well,  and  the  pollution  of  the  streams  flowing  through 
the  village  completely  ceased. 

The  extended  sewerage  scheme  and  the  new  sewage  disposal 
works  for  Caistor  and  Nettleton  were  started  on  3 October  i960. 
When  completed  they  will  allow  a further  50  acres  of  land  at  Caistor 
to  be  available  for  building,  and  the  village  of  Nettleton  will  be  almost 
entirely  sewered.  The  new  works  will  mean  that  the  sewage  field  in 
Caistor  will  be  no  longer  needed  and  that  the  seven  acres  of  land  can 
be  used  for  other  Council  purposes. 


Villages  with  Partial  Sewerage  Schemes  : 

(a)  North  Kelsey  — disposal  by  combined  ‘sewer’  with  land  treat- 
ment in  field  of  0.652  acres.  Discharge  to  dyke. 

Effluent  — not  good. 

(b)  South  Kelsey,  North  end  — disposal  by  combined  ‘sewer’  to 
twin  settlement  tanks.  Discharge  of  effluent  to  dyke,  fair  only. 

(c)  South  Kelsey,  South  end  — new  sewage  disposal  works  with 
complete  treatment,  built  in  conjunction  with  new  Council 
housing  estate. 

Effluent  good. 


Laboratory  Analyses 

Sewer  swabs  were  again  used  at  the  inlet  and  outlet  of  sewage 
disposal  works,  and  all  the  29  examined  by  the  PubUc  Health  Lab- 
oratory at  Lincoln  were  reported  as  follows  : 

None  of  these  showed  any  trace  of  organisms  of  the  enteric, 
dysentery  or  salmonella  groups. 

In  addition,  5 samples  of  the  actual  effluent  were  taken  for  bact- 
eriological analysis,  and  again  the  reports  were  that  no  salmonella  or 
shigella  had  been  isolated  from  the  samples. 

No  samples  of  sewage  for  chemical  analysis  were  taken  in  i960. 


SURFACE  WATER  DRAINAGE 

Drainage  problems  from  polluted  dykes  continued  to  arise,  and 
the  Council’s  system  of  annual  cleansing  of  dykes  by  contract  was  again 
helpful  in  reducing  serious  nuisance. 

The  total  length  of  dykes  cleaned  by  the  Council  in  i960  was  150 
chains,  at  a cost  of  /^2 14- 13-3.  This  included  a major  improvement 

scheme  at  North  End,  Keelby. 
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INDUSTRIES 


There  are  powered  and  ^ non-powered  factory  premises  reg- 
istered in  Caistor  Rural  District.  Among  the  larger  concerns  are 
Messrs.  Lysaghts  Iron  Ore  Mines  near  Caistor,  where  a belt  of  iron- 
stone is  mined  from  surrounding  sand  both  within  and  on  the  surface 
of  the  Wolds  ; limestone  quarrying  by  Messrs.  Lime  Aggregates  Ltd. 
of  Mansgate  Hill,  and  Grasby  Limes  Ltd.  ; and  the  large-scale  duck 
dressing  carried  out  by  Cherry  Valley  Farms  Ltd.,  near  Rothwell. 
From  the  aspect  of  inhalation  hazards,  the  mining  and  quarrying  may 
be  regarded  as  safe.  As  to  the  duck  processing,  since  the  duck  is  a 
carrier  of  certain  salmonella  organisms  which  can  cause  food  poison- 
ing, regular  sampling  is  done  to  ensure  that  infection  is  not  trans- 
mitted either  by  the  employees  engaged  in  evisceration  of  the  ducks, 
or  by  the  effluvia  of  the  factory.  The  cooked  duck  is,  of  course,  quite 
safe. 

Among  catering  establishments,  there  are  4 slaughterhouses,  4 
bakeries,  5 sausage  manufactories,  a milk  pasteurising  establishment, 
and  an  egg  packing  station.  From  the  last  mentioned  in  particular 
regular  samples  are  taken. 

The  required  particulars  on  the  administration  of  the  Factories 
Act  are  given  in  an  appendix  to  this  report. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  NUISANCES 

No  serious  public  health  nuisances  arose  during  the  year,  and  36 
miscellaneous  complaints  were  all  dealt  with  satisfactorily.  One 
building  on  the  roadside  was  the  subject  of  statutory  action  as  the 
structuie  was  a danger  to  road  users.  The  nuisance  arising  from 
spillage  of  fish  juice  on  the  highway  was  reduced. 


HOUSING 

19  Houses  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  habitation,  and 
9 were  the  subject  of  Closing  Orders.  Against  these,  the  Council 
provided  10  new  bungalows,  and  27  dwelUngs  were  constructed  by 
private  enterprise.  In  addition,  77  houses  were  the  subject  of  im- 
provement grant  appUcation  during  i960.  This  means  that  so  far 
567  dwellings  in  the  Rural  District  have  been  or  will  be  improved  by 
the  owners  with  the  aid  of  a grant.  Added  to  the  Council  dwellings, 
this  will  result  in  more  than  one  quarter  of  all  houses  in  the  Rural 
District  being  either  provided  or  improved  by  public  funds. 


HEALTH  OF  SCHOOLCHILDREN 

Owing  to  my  limited  contact  with  schoolchildren  in  i960,  I do 
not  feel  qualified  to  comment  about  their  health  and  welfare.  How- 
ever, I might  mention  that  I was  pleased  to  take  part  in  an  inquiry  into 
facilities  for  school  medical  examinations,  as  it  enabled  me  to  report 
that  in  certain  schools  the  washing  and  hot  water  provision  left  some- 
thing to  be  desired. 
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GERIATRICS 


The  ordered  routine  of  country  medical  work  was  abruptly  dis- 
turbed one  day  in  November,  when  an  old  lady  who  lived  alone  near 
Caistor  was  found  in  a state  of  collapse  in  very  squalid  conditions,  and 
in  need  of  care  and  attention  under  the  provisions  of  Section  47  of 
the  National  Assistance  Act  of  1948,  as  amended.  With  some  diffi- 
culty, she  was  admitted  to  Brigg  Hospital,  from  which  she  was 
voluntarily  transferred  within  the  prescribed  three  weeks  to  a private 
home  in  Lincoln.  Disposal  of  her  house  and  contents,  including 
numerous  cats,  could  have  been  quite  a problem,  but  happily  the  old 
lady  gave  authority  for  all  necessary  action. 


CLIMATE 

Nearly  twice  as  much  rain  fell  in  i960  as  in  the  previous  year, 
31.56  as  against  18.88  inches.  Only  5.44  inches  fell  from  February 
to  June,  and  there  were  only  4 days  in  each  of  May  and  June  in  which 
it  rained.  In  the  later  months  there  was  considerably  more  rain, 
with  an  exceptionally  high  fall  of  6.66  inches  in  October.  There  was 
some  Autumn  fog,  but  the  weather  was  generally  mild  up  to  the  end 
of  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

AND  SURVEYOR 


To  the  CAISTOR  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL  : 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  the  attached  report  will  be  found  the  details  of  the  work  in 
which  the  Pubhc  Health  and  Surveyor’s  Department  of  Caistor 
Rural  District  Council  has  been  engaged  during  i960.  The 
principal  work  done  by  the  department  covers  five  main  aspects  : — 

(1)  Council  houses — planning  for  new  building  and  maintenance 
of  existing  buildings  and  for  new  tenancies. 

(2)  Improvement  grants — discussion  of,  approval,  inspection  of 
work  in  progress  and,  finally,  annual  inspection  of  dwellings 
which  have  been  the  subject  of  grant. 

(3)  Plans  and  new  buildings — all  aspects  from  the  planning  of 
use  of  land  to  the  final  completion  of  dwellings. 

(4)  Public  health  work  generally  including  meat  and  food  in- 
spection, hygiene  of  food  handlers,  sampling,  and  all  the 
many  aspects  of  environmental  public  health. 

(5)  An  ever  increasing  amount  of  public  relations  work — local 
authority  staffs  are  now  consulted  on  a scale  far  in  excess  of 
what  was  normal  practice  even  a few  years  ago.  The  Council 
tends  more  to  give  guidance  and  advice  than  to  require 
enforcement  — this  is  a trend  much  to  be  supported  but  it 
does  mean  more  demands  on  the  staff’s  time. 

During  i960  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr.  R.  J.  R.  Mecredy, 
retired  — I should  like  to  pay  my  tribute  to  him  for  his  work  and  to 
wish  him  well  in  his  retirement.  I was  pleased  to  welcome  Dr.  E.  H. 
Lamb  with  whom  I can  foresee  another  long  spell  of  pleasant  co- 
operation. I should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  my  staff  for  the 
excellent  way  in  which  they  worked  during  i960 — a department  is  a 
joint  effort  in  which  the  willing  contribution  of  all  the  members  is 
most  important. 


Finally  Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  I would  like  to 
express  my  thanks  to  you  all  for  your  encouragement  and  help  during 
i960  and  I am  very  conscious  of  the  vast  amount  of  work  all  members 
of  the  Council  put  in  to  serve  the  community  in  which  they  live.

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Town  and  Country  Planning 

The  Council  continued  to  operate,  as  in  previous  years,  delegated 
powers  from  the  Lindsey  County  Council  under  the  Town  and 
Country  Planning  Act,  1947.  During  the  year  446  planning  pro- 
posals were  received  and  dealt  with.  The  relationship  between  this 
Council  and  the  County  Planning  Officer  was  at  all  times  most 
cordial  and  no  unnecessary  delay  occurred  in  arriving  at  a decision. 

Of  the  446,  thirteen  were  refused  and  one  was  withdrawn. 

The  refusals  were  on  planning  grounds. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  number  of  plans  has  more  than 
doubled  in  the  past  five  years  and  the  trend  seems  to  be  that  this 
increase  will  continue.  Besides  the  additional  work  involved  in  the 
actual  checking  and  recording  of  plans,  the  doubling  of  the  number  of 
plans  has  greatly  increased  the  amount  of  building  inspection  required. 

Housing  and  Building  Development 

Plans  for  new  dwellings  totalled  112  in  i960  while  in  1959  the 
figure  was  only  33.  Much  of  this  development  referred  to  Caistor 
itself  where  there  was  a greater  amount  of  building  projected  than 
in  any  previous  year.  The  commencement  of  the  extended  sewerage 
scheme  and  the  construction  of  the  new  sewage  disposal  works  at 
Caistor  increased  the  area  that  could  be  developed  and  private  enter- 
prise, building  for  individual  purchasers,  accounted  for  many  of  the 
new  proposals. 

The  Council’s  schemes  included  the  new  block  of  17  flats — 16 
for  old  people  and  the  warden’s  flat — which  are  being  built  at  Caistor. 
The  balance  of  the  Council’s  housing  proposals  were  mainly  for 
bungalows  but  did  include  four  houses  in  the  village  of  Thoresway. 

Consideration  was  given  to  two  schemes  for  large  scale  deve- 
lopment of  land  in  two  parishes — Caistor  and  Keelby.  In  both  cases 

the  Council  sought  to  integrate  the  new  housing  with  the  existing 
conditions  and  to  ensure,  with  the  County  Planning  Authority,  that 
the  overall  plans  for  roads  and  sewers  were  satisfactory.

Caravans 

The  one  licensed  site  continued  to  be  well  maintained  and 
conditions  were  at  all  times  satisfactory.  The  number  of  caravans 
on  the  site  was  much  less  than  in  previous  years — rarely  up  to  10 
vans — this  reduction  was  due  to  circumstances  not  under  the 
control  of  the  owner  or  of  this  Council.  The  various  individual 
caravans  on  licensed  sites  were  all  regularly  inspected  and  no 
nuisance  arose  from  any  site.  In  the  Caistor  Rural  District  caravan 
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dwellers  are  but  few  in  number  and  there  appears,  at  present,  no 
likelihood  of  this  number  substantially  increasing.  The  number  of 
individual  caravan  licences  issued  in  i960  was  18. 

During  the  year  the  Council  agreed  standard  conditions  of 
licence  for  residential  and  holiday  sites  and  for  caravans  sited 
individually  as  homes.  These  conditions  followed  closely  the 
standard  pattern  laid  down  and  were  in  general  agreement  with  those 
of  other  areas  in  the  County.  An  application  for  a site  for  up  to  30 
holiday  vans  was  approved.

The  rent  rebate  system  continued  to  work  very  well  and  was  not 
materially  changed  during  the  year.  The  rent  rebate  was  on  a 
graduated  scale — those  receiving  £13  or  over  paid  the  full  rent  while 
those  below  £13  but  above  ;^8  had  a rebate  which,  at  its  maximum, 
was  15/-  a week.  Tenants  with  a wage  of  £S  or  less  were  eligible 
for  the  full  rebate. 

The  Council  continued  to  allocate  £10-10-0  per  year  per  dwelling 
for  maintenance  purposes.  100  houses  and  bungalows  were  painted 
by  contract  at  a cost  of  £jjo-o-o  and  16  colour  washed  at  a cost  of 
jCi75-o-o. 


Council  House  Improvements — Pre-war  Houses. 

No  material  alterations  were  made  to  Council  houses  during 
the  year;  the  policy  of  providing  hot  and  cold  water  and  new  fiie- 
places  was  continued  and  by  the  end  of  i960  only  3 Council  dwellings 
did  not  have  hot  and  cold  water  systems. 

The  total  number  of  appUcants  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  579,  an  increase  of  80  over  the  previous  year.  During  the 
year  ten  Council  dwellings  were  occupied  for  the  first  time  and  there 
were  32  casual  vacancies,  approximately  5%  only.  The  system  of 
annual  renewal  was  again  followed  and  all  those  on  the  list  were  either 
visited,  if  their  place  of  residence  was  in  the  Caistor  Rural  District,  or 
were  the  subject  of  report  by  the  appropriate  official  of  the  authoiicy 
in  whose  area  they  lived. 


Housing  A-ts — Improvement  Grants 

The  Council  continued  its  policy  of  giving  grants  to  properties 
to  bring  them  up  to  a modern  standard  and  by  the  end  of  i960  grants 
for  567  houses  had  been  approved.  The  total  grant  approved  was, 
in  round  figures,  £122,000  which  is  an  average  of  £21$  per  house. 

The  number  of  standard  grants  approved  to  the  end  of  i960 
was  28  but  the  vast  majority  of  applications  still  come  within  the 
more  normal,  for  this  area,  discretionary  grant  system.  Most  farm 
cottages  do  not  lend  themselves  easily  to  the  addition  of  the  standard 
amenities  within  the  structure  and  most  grant  applications  involve 
some  structural  work. 
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The  system  of  giving  grants  remained  as  in  previous  years — a 
monthly  meeting  of  a committee  which  included  the  Chairman  of  all 
the  committees  and  three  members  of  the  Council,  by  rota. 

An  annual  inspection  of  all  properties  which  have  been  im- 
proved by  a grant  is  carried  out;  the  standard  of  maintenance  of  these 
properties  is  at  all  times  very  good. 


Rent  Act,  1957 

No  certificates  were  issued  under  this  Act  during  the  year. 


Housing  Survey 

During  i960,  356  houses  were  inspected  as  part  of  the  complete 
survey  of  all  the  houses  in  the  area.  In  addition  over  500  houses 
which  had  been  the  subject  of  an  improvement  grant  were  inspected.

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Meat  Inspection 

The  slaughterhouses  in  use  reduced  from  6 to  4.  One  was  de- 
molished as  a result  of  improvements  to  licensed  premises  and  at  the 
other  slaughtering  was  given  up  and  meia;  purchased  “on  the  hook’^ 
At  the  end  of  i960  considerable  progress  was  made  at  all  four  re- 
maining slaughterhouses  with  the  large-scale  improvements  which 
are  to  be  completed  by  30th.  September,  1961. 

The  number  of  animals  inspected  during  the  year  dropped 
slightly  but  the  distance  of  the  slaughterhouses  from  the  office  — two 
9 miles  from  the  office  and  one  1 1 miles  — made  the  work  of  inspection 
very  little  less  onerous.  The  vast  majority  of  the  inspection  work  was 
done  in  normal  office  hours. 


Food  premises 

Further  improvements  were  done  at  various  food  premises  and 
by  the  end  of  the  year  conditions  were,  in  general,  mainly  satisfactory. 
The  establishment  in  1959  of  a large  factory  for  processing  turkeys 
was  followed  in  i960  by  the  commencement  of  duck  rearing  and 
duck  slaughter  on  a scale  of  up  to  8,000  birds  a week.  This  business, 
both  from  rearing  and  from  food  production  points  of  view,  caused  an 
immense  amount  of  work  in  the  public  health  field.  The  problems 
created  by  many  thousands  of  birds  being  reared  intensively  on  open 
range  were  many  and  various  but  with  goodwill  on  both  sides  these 
were,  in  general,  dealt  with  satisfactorily.  The  hygiene  in  the  actual 
slaughtering  process  was,  at  all  times,  good  and  there  was  full  co-op 
eration  between  the  management  and  this  Council.  Weekly  samples 
of  entire  ducks  (eviscerated  and  uneviscerated),  of  swabs  used  for 
wiping  down,  and  of  various  ancillary  items  (including  food  pellets) 
were  taken  and  the  results  were  generally  satisfactory.  One  im- 
portant aspect  of  the  samples  was  the  public  way  in  which  they  were 
taken  — this  had  the  effect  of  keeping  the  staff  constantly  on  their 
mettle. 

Daily  sampling  of  liquid  eggs  (taken  to  the  Laboratory  each  week 
and  stored  in  a deep  freeze  in  the  meantime)  continued  and  the  effect 
of  regular  sampling  was  again  evident  in  the  standard  of  liquid  egg 
produced.  Check  samples  of  cracked,  whole  eggs  were  taken  and 
these  showed  that  there  was  a considerable  variation  in  the  condition 
of  the  eggs  before  they  were  cracked  out  to  form  liquid  eggs.  From 
the  expexience  gained  in  this  particular  food  a talk  was  given  to  the 
Lincolnshire  branch  of  Public  Health  Inspectors  on  “Liquid  eggs”.

Factories  Acts  1937  to  1959 

The  number  of  factories  on  the  register  was  92,  of  which  only  8 
were  non-power  factories.  The  number  of  inspections  was  108. 


Sewerage 

The  four  major  schemes  and  forty  six  minor  schemes  were  looked 
after  by  two  men  with  some  part-time  assistance  in  Caistor.  The 
standard  of  maintenance  is,  at  ail  times,  extremely  good  and  the  men 
are  to  be  commended  on  the  appearance  and  efflciency  of  the  works. 
Nicely  cut  grass  and  clean  macninery  are  always  a sign  of  real  care 
and  attention  which  was  reflected  in  the  generally  satisfactory  reports 
received  from  the  Lincolnshire  River  Board. 

Some  trouble  had  been  caused  by  finely  divided  particles  which 
flowed  over  the  weir  of  the  humus  taiik  and  tended  to  block  the  out- 
flow system.  Some  wooden  screens  were  made  and  by  covering 
these  with  industrial  nylon  the  finely  divided  particles  were  screened 
out.  These  have  now  been  in  operation  for  18  months  and  have 
worked  entirely  satisfactorily  and  have  obviated  the  problems  in  the 
outflow  system. 

A party  of  girls  from  the  Caistor  Secondary  Modern  School  were 
shown  round  the  Keelby  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

The  new  and  enlarged  scheme  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
for  Caistor  and  Nettleton  was  commenced  in  October  i960. 


Drainage 

The  Council  continued  to  give  grants  under  Section  47  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936  and  during  i960  the  following  applications 
were  approved  : —

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With  the  commencement  of  standard  grants  the  number  of 
applications  under  the  Public  Health  Act  reduced  considerably 
those  above  were  properties  where  a water  closet,  without  the  pro- 
vision of  all  the  standard  amenities  was  proposed. 


Water  Supply 

The  North  East  Lincolnshire  Water  Board  continued  to  control 
the  sources  and  distribution  of  the  water  supply  in  the  rural  district — 
at  all  times  co-operation  was  complete  and  relations  with  the  Board’s 
Officers  were  pleasant  and  harmonious. 

Samples  of  water  from  public  supplies  were  taken  on  a joint 
basis  and  the  reports  on  the  water  actually  supplied  to  the  pubUc 
were  satisfactory. 

The  private  sources  were  regularly  sampled  and  those  from 
Nettleton  top — both  to  Messrs.  Lysaghts  Ltd.  and  to  Holton-le- 
Moor — continued  to  fluctuate  in  quaUty. 

The  number  of  water  samples  taken  was,  on  average,  a little 
over  9 per  week.  All  were  examined  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
at  Lincoln  and  the  help  given  by  Dr.  J.  M.  Croll  and  his  staff  was 
once  again  very  much  appreciated. 


Public  Scavenging 

The  system  of  refuse  collection  continued  as  in  previous  years 
— mainly  a fortnightly  “back  door”  collection  with  the  parishes  of 
Caistor,  Stainton-le-Vale,  and  Toft  Newton  being  given  a weekly 
collection.  The  system  went  smoothly;  there  is  Httle  doubt  that 
refuse  collection  only  becomes  apparent  when,  for  any  reason,  the 
system  breaks  down.  So  far  as  i960  was  concerned  no  serious 
interruption  in  the  collection  occurred  at  any  time.  This  reliability 
in  service  was  materially  helped  by  the  purchase  by  the  Council  of 
three  new  vehicles — one  a 800  gallon  diesel  cesspool  emptier  and  two 
diesel  fore  and  aft  refuse  collection  lorries. 

The  replacement  of  all  three  vehicles  at  one  time  was  a very 
bold  step  for  the  Council  to  take;  and  the  changeover  from  petrol 
engines  to  diesel  resulted  in  almost  doubling  the  mileage  per  gallon 
as  well  as  increasing  their  general  reliability. 

Nightsoil  was  again  disposed  of  partly  on  arable  land  and  partly 
by  composting.  During  the  year  167  taiiks  were  emptied  which,  at 
a minimum  charge  of  £1  per  tank,  resulted  in  an  income  of  over 
£302-0-0. 

Disposal  of  house  refuse  became  increasingly  difficult  as  two 
refuse  tips  (one  at  Caistor  and  one  at  South  Kelsey)  became  nearly 
full  and  the  Council’s  efforts  to  obtain  another  area  for  tipping  within 
close  proximity  of  Caistor  did  not  meet  with  success  in  i960.  There 
is  no  doubt  that  the  presence  of  a tip  in  Caistor,  near  to  where  tne 
vehicles  are  based,  is  an  urgent  necessity  if  time  and  fuel  are  not  to  be 
wasted  on  long  hauls.

Rodent  Control 

The  Council  continue  to  employ  a full-time  rodent  operator. 
He  works  entirely  in  the  Caistor  Rural  District  except  for  doing  such 
work  as  is  required  in  the  Market  Rasen  Urban  District.  His  main 
function  is  survey  although  some  work  on  domestic  premises  (done 
without  charge)  and  business  premises  (cost  plus  15%)  is  carried  out. 
There  were  no  major  infestations  of  rats  or  mice.  The  figures  for 
inspection  and  treatment  for  i960  were  : —

There  were  still  a few  reports  of  the  presence  of  voles  (arvicola 
amphibius)  but  their  numbers  were  very  much  less  than  they  had 
been  in  the  peak  years  (1957-1958). 


Public  Conveniences,  Caistor 

Further  progress  was  made  with  the  preparation  of  plans  and 
specifications  for  this,  but,  during  the  year,  no  work  was  started. 


Staff 

Mr.  D.  Morgan  was  appointed  Public  Health  Inspector  and 
Assistant  Surveyor  on  7th  August,  i960,  to  replace  Mr.  H.  Todd 
who  left  in  May  i960,  to  work  for  Portmadoc  U.D.C. 


Public  Health  Nuisance 

An  abatement  notice  was  served  at  North  Kelsey  arising  from 
the  discharge  of  waste  water  from  a gully. 


Dangerous  Building 

Authority  was  obtained  to  serve  an  immediate  abatement  notice 
on  the  owners  of  a dangerous  chimney  in  Caistor;  before  the  notice 
could  be  served  the  work  was  carried  out  by  the  owner. 


Verminous  and  Insanitary  Premises 

One  house  was  completely  cleansed  by  the  Council’s  workmen 
after  receiving  authority  from  the  owner  who,  after  some  initial 
difficulty,  voluntarily  went  to  hospital  for  treatment.  The  Council 
provides  a free  disinfestation  service  but  this  service  is  very  rarely 
needed. 
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
